‘The Many Faces of Nepal” 


Nepal’s 500 mile long border with Tibet on 
the north follows the highest ridge of the 
Himalayas and contains six of the world’s 
highest peaks, including Mount Everest. 
The border with India, 175 miles south of 
the Himalayas, includes the northern edge 
of the Gangetic Plain, an area of rich agri- 
cultural farm land and dense jungles that 
contain elephants, rhino, tiger, and many 
rare species of smaller animals and birds. 
Nature’s boundaries — the Mahabhsrst and 
Siwalik mountains, and numerous valleys 
separated by seven major rivers flowing 
south from Tibet — divide Nepal’s 14 million 
people into more than 15 major tribal and 
linguistic groups, each with their own 
unique cultures and histories. 


Through slides and lecture we will visit 
famous historic sites and “trek” from the 
southwest to the northeast to explore the 
great diversity of people and ecology of 
Nepal. 


As usual your membership card admits you 
through the main entrance at Cowell Hall 
for the evening presentations and through 
both entrances for the matinee. You will be 
asked to show your card once again at 

the auditorium door for the afternoon 
meeting at 2:30 on November 14.

Special Exhibits 


Shakespeare: The Globe and the World 
opened with great fanfare last month and is 
one of the most unusual touring exhibitions 
ever mounted: a show that begins with a 
programmed electronic scoreboard, moves 
on to a pageant of atmospheric wall graphics 
and regal banners, draws on the work of a 
number of major artists, displays costumes 
and other theatrical memorabilia, features a 
selection of film and videotape highlights — 
and brings to life an unparalleled collection 
of books and manuscripts from four cen- 
turies in the past. 


The exhibition is from the world-famous 
collection of the Folger Shakespeare 
Library in Washington, D.C. and was made 
possible by grants from the National Endow- 
ment for the Humanities, Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Company, Exxon Corporation, 
and the Corporation for Public Broadcast- 
ing. It will be on view at the Academy 
through December 31. 


In the Atholl McBean Gallery is Nudi- 
branchs: Gaudy Slugs of the Sea, featuring 
stunning color photographs of the brightly- 
colored sea creatures related to the slugs 
of your garden. Several hundred species 
are known from the world’s tropical and 
temperate shallow oceans and seas, many 
of which have been photographed for the 
first time by underwater photographer 
Edwin Janss, Jr.

Academy scientist, Dr. Sylvia Earle exits 
“JIM’’, a one atmosphere diving suit, after 
a 1,250 foot dive off Makapuu Point, Ohau, 
Hawaii. Her four hour excursion was the 
deepest exploratory solo dive ever made in 
the open sea. ‘‘JIM’’, with Earle inside, was 
transported to the sea floor strapped to the 
University of Hawaii’s submarine, Starr Il, 
operated by Maui Divers, Inc. On the bot- 
tom, the strap was released and Earle 
walked freely, making observations on ter- 
rain that she describes as ‘‘less well-known 
than much of the moon’s surface, but teem- 
ing with living creatures”.

Academy scientist and Aquarium Director, 
Dr. John McCosker, joined with American 
and Canadian biologists and cinema- 
tographers this summer in an expedition to 
film and study the largest creature on Earth, 
the Blue Whale. Staff members Birgit Win- 
ning and Lynn Dunne were part of the team 
which traveled to and swam in the frigid St. 
Lawrence Seaway in Quebec to participate 
in the CAS project which, for the first time, 
photographed Blue Whales underwater. 
Look for upcoming popular and scientific 
articles and members’ meeting lectures 
being prepared by Bay Area cinema- 
tographers John Clark and Stan Minasian 
about these little-known and loveable 
behemoths of the deep. Blue Whale Expedi- 
tion was sponsored by a generous grant 
from Academy Friends Dorothy and Harry 
Johnston and was aided with funds and 
equipment from American Airlines, Proko 
Boats, Evinrude Motors and Voit sporting 
equipment.
